Great Penetrating Power of Latest 
Projectile Recommends it to Gen. 
Crostier. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
NEIN YORK, Aug. 10.—Gen. Crostier,

use in the new army rifle, replacing 
the present service bullet. 

The principal advantages of the light 
bullet are its flat trajectory and great 
penetrating power. On a 1000-yard 
range it will be effective, while the 
regular service bullets are out of range 
for about 700 yards out of 1000 and the 
50-yard mark cavalryman would hear 
the bullets whizzing*over their heads. 

The new bullet has a muzzle veloc- 
ity of 3700 feet per second, the swift- 
est ever attained m a service weapon. 
At 500 yards it will penetrate white 
pine for thirty-two inches, as against 
twenty-six inches for the old bullet. 

Another advantage in the light bul- 
let is that it lessens the kick of the 
rifie. It weighs 100 grains and is fired 
with 50.5 grains of smokeless powder. 
The onty serious drawback of the new 
bullet is that it is less accurate than 
that of the old one, but Gen. Crostier 
hopes to remedy this by making a 
slight change in its shape.

NEW YORK, Aus. 10.—The most 
important action, from the standpoint 
of the fire tneurance companies, that 
has been taken since the recent San 
Francisco disaster, was that of yes-, 
terday. when attachments were levied 
on property of the Trans-Atlantic Fire 
Insurance Company of Hamburg, held 
by trustees in this city, as well as in 


the possession of the State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance. 

This action, taken by attorneys re- 
tained by the San Francisco policy 
holders, was due to the refusal of the 
company to pay claims on fire losses 
at San Francisco on the ground that 
the destruction by fire was an act of 
providence, excepted in its form of 
policy. 

As most of the trust funds of the 
company are in New York State, the 
policy holders decided to bring action 
here. 

Under the ans of this State, it is 
required that trust funds similar to 
those of the Gre insurance gompens 
be deposited in the State, and the Sta 
Superintendent of Insurance has — 
deposit with him $565,000 of the com- 
pany's money. An attachment was 
served on him yesterday for that 
amount. 

HOLDS ALOOF PERSONALLY. 

The superintendent, however, con- 
siders himself in a position similar to 
that of the receiver of a corporation, 
and will teke no action in the matter 
personally. 

As the amount of claims is over 
$800,000, attachments will be levied on 
property of the company in Hamburg, 

and also on property held by the trus- 
tees In this city. 

The refusal of t fire insurance 
com * to pay cla caused consid- 
erable comment among fire insurance 
officials yesterday. It is said that other 
companies will refuse to pay on pol- 
icles, and will have the cases taken 
to the courts for adjudication. If 
such action is taken, it will mean long 
litigation.

One hundred and sixty-three insur- 
ance companies, exclusive of the re- 
insurance companies in Europe, have 
confessed a gross loss in the April 
disaster of $222,863.307. Their actual 
loss they compute at 122.822, 00, claim- 
ing an exemption of $33,814,468 for sal- 
vage and counting in $66,246,771 as 
“reinsurance to be recovered” Both 
fof these latter claims are said to be 
wholly unreliable. 

In 660 of the larger losses in the 
downtown district that have been ad- 
Justed to date, the total salvage was 
found to be less than $5,000,000. et- 


mating upon the data already gathered 
in the settlement of these losses, 


more man $15,000,000 of insurable 
property survived the flames in the 
burned district. This includes builld—- 


ings, jewelry and household valuabies 
spared by or rescued from the flames. 
BUILDINGS ERECTED, 2700. 

Since April 18, 2700 butidings have 
been erected in the city, or are in 
process of construction. Of these, 900 
were put up under the blanket permit 
granted by the Board of Public Works 
for temporary structures among the 
ruins. A majority of the others are of 
a temporary nature. The total value 
of the bulidings to cost $5000 or more, 
for which permits have been granted, 
is $3,000,000.

SNAKE BITES HORSE. 


Pot Mare of Woman Rancher Thrown 
Into Convulsions by Rettiesnake's 
Poison. 


Bitten by a rattlesnake, a pet horse 
owned by a woman rancher in the San 
Fernando Valley, not far from Glen- 
dale, went into convulsions yesterday 


leg and had to be shot. 

Early yesterday morning the mare 
was — out in a big alfaifa field 
at the foot of a rocky hill, which is an 
off-shoot of the Verdugo range of 
mountains. A few hours later it was 
noticed that Pet was acting queerly 
and an investigation showed that she 
had been bitten on the nose, evidently 
by a rattlesnake. 

The poor horse seemed to realize 
that it had been severely hurt and 
came to meet the young man who ap- 

her, but was taken with con- 
vulsions and fell on its side. The 
convulsion lasted for about a minute. 

The nose of the horse was much 
swollen and turning blue. blood trickled 
from it and her jaws were locked 
tightly as though she was affected b 
lockjaw. A Veterinary surgeon was at 
once sent for, but before one could be 
brought the horse fell from one con- 
vulsion into another, in one of her 
* breaking her leg. 

A #4-calibre bullet put an end to her 
suffering. 
This is the first time in a great 
many years that there is any record 
of live stock being bitten by a rattle- 
snake in that district and it is sup- 
that some wandering reptile 
was attracted from the mountains to 
the alfalfa field in search of insects 
or gophers and in grazing the horse 
brushed it with her nose and was bit- 
ten.
